Something unique in the history of 
building 
telephone 
exchanges 
was 
started this week for the Homp Tele­ 
phone Company of Covina in the Pu­ 
ente district. 
The building will be a 
combination dormitory and exchange, 
with all the comforts 
of home 
ar­ 
ranged for the use of the girls who 
work at the switchboard. 


A buffet kitchen and dining room, 
built exactly as if for a family of 
people, who enjoy good comforts, is a 
feature of the building. 
The sleep­ 
ing rooms are furnished 
with 
wall- 
beds. 
The whole building is heated 
with a furnace. 
The girls will 
make 
a permanent home of It, and will cook, 
eat, work and sleep In the building. 


The structure will cost the company 
about $3000. 
It will sot In the busi­ 
ness center 
of the Puento 
district, 
and will be constructed of blue-brick, 
a one-story building, but set up three 
feet 
from 
the ground. 
Contractor 
McKee of Pomona, who is the suc­ 
cessful man in bidding for the job, 
is held to the stipulation of complet­ 
ing it by the first of May.

were drawn by Architect F. R, Green- 
leaf of Covina

The tractor has been operated tlilH 
week by Louis Ifodges, who has boon 
hauling the fruit of T. P. O'Connor, 
on Workman street, to the DiKiuesne 
Iiacklng house at Charter Ook.

long haul is made In an hour, and Is 
operated 
on

than would bo possible with horsoH.

wasons,, holding

boxes of oranges

wagon, 
makes an easy load tor the machine. 


The work done by

machine 
points to the fact that all 
orchard

done by power In the future. It also 
means that the workman in the citrus 
orchards In the future will not be a 
common laborer, but will bo a ma­ 
chinist 
who 
also

past three years, and will probably be

R I V E R S I D E MAN'S M E T H O D 


OF ORANGE C U L T U R E . 


In the Riverside Press recently ap­ 
peared an article about the grove of 
M. F. McKlrahan, brother of Andrew 
McKirahan of Covina. The article is 
of interest, and is as follows: 


M. F. McKirnhan, who has an or­ 
ange grove ou Opal street, West Riv­ 
erside, is a 
horticulturist who is 
mixing brains. Initiative and experi­ 
mentation 
with 
fertilizer, 
Irrigation 
and cultivation. 
The result Is seen 
In a visit to hl« grove and in study­ 


ing some results achieved by Mr. Mc­ 
Klrahan. 


I forgot to ask Mr. McKirahan when 
I trudged over his newly plowed acres 
yesterday morning if he is Scotch or 
Irish; I have a notion he Is Scotch- 
Irish. He has a 
flfteen-acre 
ranch in 
the West Riverside district that is 
being visited perhaps more than any 
other place on the West Side. The 
reason for this is the crop of oranges 
on the place and the man and his 
methods. The trees are seven, eight 
and nine years old and there is on 
them this season a crop that orange 
buyers have been much interested in. 
The fruit is of fine color and texture 
and runs to desirable sizes. Further­ 
more, the trees are loaded, which per­ 
haps is the most notable thing of all. 


"1 have some theories that 
trying to work out here. 
Some of 
these have proven to be of value and 
some have proven worthless, but all 
experimenting has taught me some­ 
thing and so I shall continue," de­ 
clared the culturist squinting 
along 
his well laden trees. 
"There is the 
matter of fertilizer, for instance. 
I 
am not using any fertilizer this sea­ 
son except a cover crop of barley, halt 
of which I am turning under and half 
leaving on top of the ground for a 
mulch. 
My soil is naturally 
pretty 
rich, but I shall put in next fall some 
cowpeas. 
I accept the theory 
that 
fertilizer is used merely to release ele- 
ments needed in plant growth that are 
not In themselves add anything to the 
soil, 1 used a ton and a half of gyp­ 
sum to the acre this year to correct 
mottle leaf and I believe that it has 
done the work. 
Some of my neigh­ 
bors are forcing the growth of young 
trees .with applications of both stable 
and commercial fertilizer. I look on 
commercial 
fertilizer as a tonic or 
alcoholic stimulant taken by humans. 
Once the practice is started it has to 
be continued. 


"But I attribute the most of such 
success as has been 
mine to my 
method of pruning. I prune heavier 
than any of my neighbors and In a 
manner that I have worked out for 
myself. My experience has been that 
upright limbs, water suckers, I call 
them, do not produce good fruit, and 
for that reason I trim them out. I 
thin out the center of the tree, too, 
to allow of the sun getting in. I be­ 
lieve that a sucker will in, time k'ill 
a limb, 


"I plow deep and disc after plow­ 
ing. I furroy p u t with a big plow, 
believing that -this allows;^ thfe water 
to go deeper, i Irrigate once In forty 
days." 


Part of Mr. McKlrahan's trees are 
true navels and part are Thomson's 
improved. He prefers the former, be­ 
lieving that they are sweeter, hold 
up better and bear more proliflcly.
